REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claimed method for controlling a shape of an area laser machined by a pulse of laser 
light comprising focusing the pulse such that it has a substantially circularly symmetric 
beam intensity profile at the beam spot, adjusting a polarization of the pulse while 
maintaining the substantially circularly symmetric beam intensity profile, and adjusting 
an ellipticity of the polarization of the pulse while maintaining the substantially circularly 
symmetric beam intensity profile at the beam spot, whereby the ellipticity of the 
polarization of the pulse is adjusted for constant machining capacity is not disclosed in 
the prior art.
